THE COAL SHAFT. 


Anther Tela ef Ceal Stnek-A Depth 


•f SOO feet Beaehea. 


The 
Decatnr coal shaft 
is an 


object of considerable interest to the 
community just now, white it is so 
difficult to obtain a supply of fuel. For 
this reason the REVIEW will say a few 
woMs as to the progress made by 
those engaged in the enterprise of 
finding coal in Decatur. And first It 
may be proper to say that Mr. Frorer 
the gentleman engaged in the work of 
sinking the shaft has full (aith in the 
final unccess ot the enterprise, and be- 
ijeves that a paying vein of an excel- 
lent quality of coal will be reached at 
a depth of from five to six hundred 
feet. At a depth of 3W feet a one foot 
vein of coal was found of a rather in- 
ferior quality. In passing through 
this vein about two tons <>f coal were 
thrown out which may be examined 
by those who visit tbe shaft. The 
operators are now 300 fent below tbe 
surface, and are making quite rapid 
progress, though on Saturday there 
was a temporary su< pension of work 
for the purpose of making some 
needed repairs on the chimney. 


His not expected that any more 


coal will be found until a depth of 
425 feet has been reached, where it is 
thought there ia a vein somewhat 
thicker than any yet reached. At the 
present rate of progress the question 
of finding coal in paying quantities, 
within a reasonable distance from tbe 
surface will be settled by next fall. 
•Should a paying mitu> finally be devel- 
oped here it will not only insure to 
Decaiur people a supply of coal, but 
will add quite considerably to the 
business of our town. We hope most 
s ncetely that a coal shaft in full blast 
any be added to the other industries 
of our thriving city.
